the personal effects of a man who 
died on the sunken submarine 8-4, 
told a dramatic story about the 40 
victims, The piles of sodden cloth- 
ing were grim reminders of the 
submarine tragedy.

On the tables allotted to three of 
the Zour officers were their swords. 
The table which bore the name o 
Lieut. Joseph A. McGinley. execu- 
tive officer of the S-4, held his 
commission as an Officer in the 
Navy and a certificate which states 
that he was married to Adeline 
Clark in Chicago‘June 14, 1923. 

Lieut. Thomas Wylley and a 
corps of assistants have assembled 
the personal property of each of the 
dead men. When ihe work is com- 
pleted all of the personal effects 
including the clothing—for Navy 
men purchase their own equipment 
—will be sterilized and shipped to 
the next of kin of the dead owner, 

Only one article was found on 
the S-4, which could not be identi- 
fied. This is a -mystic Shriner’s 
fez bearing the name of El Zagel 
Temple, of Fargo, N. D. It was 
neatly rolled in a small red bag. 

Newspaper men were permitted 
to inspect the interior of the S-4 
for the first time since she was 
raised. .Everything : was coated 
with oil and slime and every bit 
of metal not protected by paint was 
rusted and pitted by the salt water 
and acid from the ruined batteries.

Lewis, Kramer and Ahrens were 
accused of fraudently obtaining 
nearly $1,300,000 in connection 
with a series of personal loans. 

Reduced to Actual Want. 

Prosecution attorneys in their 
arguments to the jury reviewed 
the testimony of several witnesses 
who said they were reduced to ac- 
tual want after giving the de- 
fendants their life savings. 

The investors, numbering nearly 
1000, represented virtually every 
section of the country. Government 
prosecutors charged that funds re- 
‘ceived from what circulars de- 
scribed as the “personal loan’’ cam- 
paign of Lewis were used for pri- 
vate purposes and pleasures and 
that there was no assignment of 
| property or other method of pro- 
' tecting the investors.

Lewis came to California from 
St. Louis practically penniless, it is 
said. He obtained the financial 
support of friends in the founding 
of Atascadero, a land selling deve!l- 
opment with community interests 
and plans for extensive buildings. 
Atascadero is situated south of 
Paso Robles. Later Lewis engaged 
in oil promotion. 


Sold Insect Powder Before Becom- 
ing a Promotor. 

Lewis, who is 60 vears old, was 
a seller of insect powders, anti- 
perspiration products ard tooth 
powder, when he started publica- 
tion of the Winner (later the Wom- 
en's) Magazine, in St. Louis in 
1899. As his business grew it took 
many sidelines, including the Peo- 
nle’s Savings and Trust Co., the 
People’s United States Bank, the 
United States Fiber Stopper Co. 
and othc« activities. 

Exploiting University City, which 
he had founded, Lewis built the 
distinctive Women's Magazine 
building and the Egyptian build- 
ing, both still standing. His Mis- 
souri career ended, as far as profit 
was concerned, when Postmaster 
General Cortelyou ftssued a fraud 
order in 1905 stopping use of the 
mails by the People’s United States 
Bank. The ultimate loss to in- 
vestors was $7,040,891. 

Lewis was indicted on a charge 
of using the mail to defraud. The 
jury disagreed in the first trial and 
in the second the Court directed a 
verdict of acquittal. A later prose- 
cution was unsuccessful.

Delegates Vote to Adjourn. 

Resisting a final combined ef- 
fort of the Russian and German 
delegates to keep the committee in

ject to the call of the chairman, 
Jonkheer Loudon of Holland. 

The net result of the 10 days’ 
work was adoption of the Security 
Committee's report with it§ draft 
pact on non-aggression and mutual 
assistance which the committee re- 
ferred to the Governments.

Mexim Litvinoff, the Russian 
delegate, fought to the last for the 
Soviet project. When he failed 
in having the plan considered by 
the committee, he declared that 
body was closing its sessions with- 
out fulfilling the missions confided 
to it. 

Count Von Bernstorff, the Ger- 
man delegate, also failed 
demand that the disarmament con- 
ference be called at an early date.

'a salary of $5500 a year, for su- 
pervising the affairs of all the util- 
ities. The salaries are nominal 
compared to the salaries of execu- 
tives of the companies they are ex- 
pected to control—such as the $42,- 
500 a year that was collected by 
Charles A. Munroe as chairman of 
the board of the Laclede Gas Light 
Co. Munro’s salary was more than 
the combined annual salaries of 
the commissioners. 

The same differences exist for 
the department experts. The chief 
accountant and chief engineer of 
the commission each receive $4500 
a year, while men employed by the 
utilities in corresponding positions, 
with oniy one company to look 
after, receive an average of about 
$10,000 a year. Assistants to the 
chief engineer and accountant of 
the commission receive annua! 8al- 
aries ranging from $2100 to $3600, 
paid the three rate experts and bus 
division chief vary from $3600 to 
$4200 a year. 

The commission has capable men 
on these staffs, but finds.it diffi- 
cult to retain them for more than 
a few years, as they are taken 
away at higher salaries by private 
companies.

FED SPEED LIMIT 
CALLED OUT OF DATE 


Fifty Miles in Country Safer 
Than 25 in City, Says 
Studebaker Chief. 


‘America should stop “sidestep- 
ping the problem of speed on the 
highways” and meet the _ issue 
squarely, realizing that modern im- 
provements in the motor car of to- 
day make safety and comfort emi 
nently possible well into the high- 
er speed ranges. 

Among those holding this view- 
point is Paul G. Hoffman, vice 
president of Studebaker Corp., 
who draws a paralle] between the 
railroads and the motor car. 

“American railroads,” Hoffman 
says, “have proved that ft is pos- 
sible to attain both high speed and 
safety. When we look back over 
the years, we view with amuse- 
ment the excitement that greeted 
the iron monsters of 1848 as they 
thundered ever the rails at the 
fearful speed of 25 miles an hour. 
Grave doughts were even raised 
that human beings could travel at 
speeds of more than 40 or 50 miles 
an hour and live. 

“In the field of individual trans- 
portation, the motor car has played 
an important part in breaking 
down the barriers of time and dis- 
tance. It is as foolish to put legis- 
lative bars of a fixed character in 
the way of development of speed 
in motor car transportation as it 
would have been to put speed lim- 


early years of their development. 

“It is time to look at the prob- 
lem of highway safety from a new 
point of view. One of the first 
steps is to get over the idea that 
speed in itself is a dangerous 
thing. Traffic and safety experts 
—men who have studied the ques- 
tion—know that speed in itself is 
not the source of danger it is pop- 
ularly credited with being. 

“It is not speed alone but speed 
in. combination with other factors 
that makes accidents. Fifty miles 
an hour on the open road in the 
country may be safer than 25 miles 
an hour in crowded city traffic. 

“Any well-constructed car of the 
present year is much safer at 50 
miles an hour under the proper 
conditions than cars of a similar 
class were 15 years ago at 30 miles 
an hour. One stretch of road may 
be safely covered at 60 miles an 
hour—another may be unsafe at 
30. 

“No one can deny that there is 
real danger in speed plus unfavor- 
able conditions for speed on the 
highway, but speed in itself does 
not necessarily create hazards. 
High speed at intersections, in 
turning corners, passing pedestri- 
ans or passing.other traffic in the 
face of oncoming traffic from the 
other direction is a real menace.

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Stroborama Allows View 
Of Speeding Mechanism 


New Instrument Allows Minute Study of High 
Speed Movements Too Rapid for Naked 
Eye to Follow. 


Research engineers have for sev- 
eral years used stroboscopes to en- 
able them to study the movements 
of mechanisms that are too rapid 
for the eye to follow. 

These instruments are made to 
allow only instantaneous glimpses 
of the mechanism that can be s0 
timed that it seems to be moving 
at only a fraction of its real speed. 
This effect is produced by a flash- 
ing light on a rotating shutter so 
timed that each succeeding view 
comes a little later in the cycle of 
the mechanism. 

Thus, a wheel, for instance, that 
has actually made one whole revo- 
lution and part of another between 
flashes, appears in a_ stroboscope 
study to have made only the frac- 
tion of a revolution and the ap- 
parent movement is slow enough 
for the eye to follow. 

At the annual meeting of the So- 

clety of Automobile Engineers, held 
recently in Detroit, a new instru- 
ment, called the stroborama, was 
shown, which is such a radical de- 
velopment of the stroboscope prin- 
ciple that it is mot comparable 
with any of the generally known 
types. 
Other stroboscopes must be used 
in semidarkness on account of 
their limited illumination, whereas 
the stroborama, employing a 1000 
candlepower light, may be usedin 
daylight or under all ordinary 
shop conditions. No attempt is 
made to concentrate this light; on 
the contrary, it is diffused over a 
wide area so that it eliminates ali 
shadows. 


HUPP EXPORTS SET RECORD 
FIRST TWO MONTHS OF 1928 


Reports of record-breaking de- 


mand for Hupmobiles in the Unjt- 
ed States and Canada are echoed 
by those of sales in overseas coun- 
tries, according to R. 8S. Cole, 
general salesmanager. Shipments 
of those cars to overseas countries 
during the first two months of 
1928 show a gain of 71 per cent 
over the corresponding months of 
January shipments were 97 
per cent greater than for the same 
month a year ago. Those for Feb- 
ruary were up 53 per cent com- 
pared with February, 1927, he 
says.

“Realizing the greater mar- 
ket potentialities abroad with these 
three cars, Fred B. Sides, our ex- 
port manager, was sent on a trip 
in late September of last year 
which has taken him to many of 
the principal market centers of 
foreign countries. He is still on 
this trip, outlining the cars’ ad- 
vantages, building up these mar- 
kets, and generally strengthening

_. First, a propeller was shown 
moving at a speed of 2200 revolu- 
tions per minute, the tips having 
a linear speed of 200 feet per sec- 
ond. Immediately the rays of light 
from the stroborama were syn- 
chronized with the propeller, the 
blade was apparently halted and a 
smail newspaper clipping pasted 
on the blade could be read easily. 

Next, as an example of an intri- 
cate mechanism, a magneto was 
run at 2000 revolutions per min- 
ute and cam defects were easily 
perceived at this speed. 

One of the most interesting dem- 
onstrations was that of a poppet- 
valve mechanism. The entire 
mechanism was clearly visible at 
one time, the action of the spring 
and the cam being seen simulta- 
neously. The cam could be shown 
moving slowly either backward or 
forward and then held completely 
at rest with: the valve on its seat. 
In this position the imperfections 
of the spring were clearly visible 
as the coils were surging as much 
as one-quarter inch. 

The mechanism could be ob- 
served from all different angles 
and positions and in clear relief. In 
actual practice, an entire engine 
could be observed and the action 
of all the valve springs compared.

The current supplied the house 
is responsible for signal fading in 
the new A. C. operated outfits. 
These signals swing back and 
forth, alternately louder and soft- 
er, the periods varying from one 
minute to five or even 15 in length. 
Many houses are wired to handle 
only norma] power loads, and when 
vacuum cleaners, flatirons, toast- 
ers, and such accessories are added, 
the load ig increased to a point be- 
yond the carrying capacity of the 
wires. With abnormal current 
flowing, the voltage drop due to 
the resistance encountered {s great- 
er,ane accordingly, the voltage ap 
plied across the accessory is less, 
With the ordinary electric house- 
hold utensils, this makes but slight 
difference, but radio tubes demand 
a definite voltage, and they are ex- 
tremely sensitive to any variation. 
That is why during certain hours 
of the day and evening electric 
sets are sometimes unsatisfactory.

that sentiment is not the only 

cause of revivals. For example, 
it has been observed that revivals 
in general—and Mr. Tyler's revivals 
in particular—are apt to begir to 
be proclaimed to the public just 
about this time in the season. It is 
a time when the season has in a 
general way produced all the tm- 
portant new stuff it has to show. 
Tt is the time when the season's 
slaughter of hopeful theatrical ven- 
tures has left the battlefield strewn 
with wreckage. It is the time when 
the greatest number of actors and 
actresses who have, so to speak, 
had their horses shot under them 
—sometimes, in the manner of the 
Napoleonic heroes, had several 
horses in succession shot under 
them—are afoot and looking for a 
lift. 

Revivals are usually for the road 
and do not pay top Broadway sal- 
aries. Revivals do not exploit a 
single star or leading man _ or 
womarrin the exhilarating electric 
fashion that the experimental new 
pieces often use. Indeed, accord- 
ing to Mr. Tyler, time and tide and 
the movies have so dealt with the 
show business that a single. star 
will no longer. draw on the road. 
It takes a combination even of the 
best names. 

For example, when “Trelawny of 
the Wells’ went across the conti- 
nent last summer with a many- 
starred cast, of which John Drew 
was dean, it had prodigious suc- 
cess. John Drew by himself, Tyler 
says, had not sufficient drawing 
power. Yet so much of the draw- 
ing power of the combination was 
Drew’s that when he fell sick of 
his mortal illness and left the cast 
the tour presently went on the 
rocks. And this happened in spite 
of the fact that O. P. Heggie, who 
took Mr. Drew’s part, is himself 
an admirable actor and a good 
drawing card and did the job ex- 
cellently well.

CHINESE DIGGING UP GRAVES 


New Spirit of Expansion of City 
Violates One of Oldcst 
Reverences.

CHUNGKING, Szechuen, China, 
March 24.—Chungking, chief free 
port of Szechuen, the province 
whose 70-odd millions give it a 
population larger than that of any 
European country except Russia, 
is spreading out and its expansion 
is at the expense of one of China's 
oldest reverences, that for the 
graves of its dead. 

The city lies in the fork of two 
large rivers, hemmed in on the 
landward side by fields which 
formed one great cemetery, stud- 
ded with the grave mounds of hun- 
dreds of years. Old China would 
not disturb these tombs. But the 
spirit of progress in New China 
wil] not be denied longer. A new 
suburb is being opened up.

“1—A uniform system of ac- 
counting for all departments of our 
State government, such as has been 
adopted in 29 states. This makes 
it easy to keep check on the work | 
of these departments.

“2A system of central purchas- | 
ing for all State departments, as |

“3—Budget infermation for the 
legislators so that they can intel- 
ligently appropriate the tax money 
and avoid waste from over and 
under appropriations. Forty-four 
states now furnish this informa- 
tion. 

“4. Consolidation of related de- 
partments among 125 boards, 
bureaus and commissions. This | 
has been done in 15 states, result- 
ing n general economy and ef- 
ficiency. 

“5. An administrative board, 
consisting of the Governor, desig- 
nated department heads and elected 
Siate officials who would have the 
right to supervise the inter-depart- 
mental work of the State and trans- 
fer, temporarily, qualified employes 
from a department where they are 
not busy to another department 
where help is needed. 

“The adoption of these business 
methods,” he added, “would result

Exchange Indorses Petition to 
Submit Amendment to Voters 


in November. 


The St. Louis Real Estate Ex- 
change meeting Thussday, resolved 


to indorse a petition for submission 
to the qualified voters in Novem- 
ber a proposed amendment to the 
Constitution providing for the con- 
solidation of school districts for 
high school purposes and the erec- 
tion of a high school and consoli- 
datd high school fund of the State 
by devying a secured debt tax. 

The words “secured debts” 
used in the proposal mean— 

Any and all bonds, notes, de+ 
bentures or obligations for the 
payment of money, whether 
forming a part of a series or 
otherwise, which are secured by 
collateral security deposited with 
a trustee under a deed of trust 
or collateral agreement to secure 
the payment of such bonds, 
notes, debentures or obligations. 

Any and all bonds, debentures 
or similar obligations for the 
payment of money, whether 
forming a part of a series or oth- 
erwise, which by their terms are 
not payable ‘within one year’ 
from their date of issue, and the 
payment of whichis not secured 
by a deposit or pledge of any 
collateral security nor by a 
mortgage or deed of trust, 
wholly or in part, upon real es- 
tate. 

Any and all bonds, notes, de- 
bentures or obligations for the 
payment of money, whether 
forming a part of a series or 
otherwise, which are secured, 
wholly or in part, by a mort- 
gage, deed of trust or other lien 
upon real estate. 

The proposed amendment fur- 
ther provides that after the adop- 
tion of this amendment every per- 
son shall take or send to the office 
of the Recorder of Deeds ¢f the 
county in which he resides any “‘se- 
cured debt” and shall pay to the 
Recorder for the account of the 
High School and Consolidated High 
School fund of the State a tax at 
the rate of 15 cents on each $100 
or fraction thereof of the face val- 
ue of such 
shall mature not more than one 
year from the date of the payment 
of such tax a tax at the rate of 30 
cents on each $100 or fraction 
thereof of the face value of sueh 
secured debt which shall mature 
more than one year and not more 
than two years after the payment 
of such tax; a tax at the rate of 
45 vents of each $100 or fraction 
thereof of the face value of such 
secured debt which shall mature 
more than two and not more than 
three years after the payment of 
such tax; and an additional tax at 
the rate of 15 cents on each $100 
or fraction thereof, of the face 
value of such secured debt, for 
each additional year, for which 
same may be issued.

F PAUL JAVOR, 
youthful tenor of 
the Civic Theater 
in Szeged, the sec- 
ond largest city in 
Hungary, should 
find himself barred 
from the Hungari- 
an stage he can 
blame his misfor- 
tune to the absence of a handbook of 
etiquette for young actors, which he 
might have consulted on the important 
subjects: ‘‘How to treat your partner 
on the stage when (a) you are in love 
with her; when (b) she is your rival 
for the public’s favor: when (c) she is 
your enemy.” 

In the past six months Mr. Javor 
has gone through a series of dismal 
experiences covering the first two 
cases mentioned above and finally, 
when he started upon the third and 
last one, a scandal resulted which may 
prove disastrous for Javor's stage ca- 
reer. 


This spectacular climax came to pass 
with a suddenness that was dramatic 
and surprising. ‘ 

It happened on the premiere of a 
new operetta in which Javor had the 
leading part with Miss Anna Zoldhelyi, 
the Civic Theater’s young and pretty 
prima donna, for his partner. The 
house was sold out and the perform- 
ance started with sign of a 
sweeping success. The audience ac- 
claimed the two favorites enthuslastic- 
ally after the first act, flung flowers 
on the stage after the second, and was 
ready for a triumphant finish in 
the third when Miss Zoldhelyi and 
Javor came to their great love duet. 


T WAS a melting scene indeed 
when the tenor, in his showy mili- 
tary uniform, warbled his burnine

“Queen of my heart, I'm yearning 
for you!”’ sang Javor in the love mel- 
ody, and the exquisite Zoldhelyi_re- 
sponded: ‘‘Oh, king of my heart, come 
into my arms!” 

At this juncture the unexpected hap- 
pened. Javor advanced toward his 
partner, but, instead of rushing into 
the arms of the queen of his heart. he 
lifted his hand and soundly slapped 
the actress in the face. 

For a moment Miss Zoldhelyvi was 
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dazed and, before she could recove: 
her partner brutally landed a regula: 
uppercut to the jaw. The prima don- 
na fell to the floor with a scream. 
Whereupon the belligerent tenor threw 
a last glance on his prostrate staxe 
sweetheart and made his exit 

The audience cried out with indig- 
nation, men leaped to their feet. wom- 
en fainted, the director rushed upon 
the stage and 
dropped. The

quell the riot, while two physicians 
worked to soothe and restore Miss 
Zoldhelyi. The temperamental tenor 
was placed under arrest 

“T am awfully sorry,’ he said. ‘I 
know that I did a terrible thing. But 

if you only knew!” 

And he narrated a strange stage ro- 
mance, started with a kiss and ended 
with a blow, all before the eyes of a 
Startled audience. 

It all began about a year ago, when 


Miss Zoldhelyi came to Szeged as 
prima donna of the Civic Theater. She 
was a young actress of many charms 
and of real ability and, though she 
had never plaved in the capital, her 
name was rather well known through- 
out the country. She invarilably ap- 
peared in operettas in which Paul 
Javor played the masculine leads. The 
two were co-stars and formed a team 
which was in a way to become famous. 

Miss Zoldhely! soon captivated the 
theater-going public of Szeged and at 
the same time she enslaved her runh- 
ning mate, the tenor Javor. The young 
actor fell in love with his fascinating 
partner and sought her company not 
only within but also without the the- 
ater. It was Javor who left the the- 
ater with her after the performance 
and was her escort in cabarets and at 
private parties. The prima donna 
seemed to like the young man, though 
her sentiments were understood to be 
well within the limits of casual friend- 
ship. 

But the young tenor was not satis- 
fied with the commonplace friendship 
of his stage partner, and when he saw 
that his passionate wooing failed to 
evoke response he brooded over vari- 
ous plans to win the prima donna’s 
love. Times innumerable he asked 
her to marry him, times innumerable 
he declared his love in the glowing 
language of his most romantic roles— 
all to no avail. The prima donna re- 
mained friendly, polite, but cold. 


NE night Zoldhelyi and Javor 
() sovearea as lovers in a particu- 

larly fervid operetta. There was 
a romantic love scene between the two 
in the second act, a scene in which 
Javor had to kiss Zoldhelyi. Whether 
the young tenor was swept away by his 
Own passion or just wanted to improve 
the opportunity to thrill his audience 
is not known, but never before in that 
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theater had a love scene been acted so 
realistically. It wasn't just a stage 
kiss; it was a real, regular kiss on the 
lips, lasting many seconds. 

The prima donna tried to extricate 
herself from the passionate em- 
brace of her stage lover and, failing 
to do so, she made a half-turn and 
drove what the boxing experts would 
call a right jab to the body of Javor. 
It must have landed on or about the 
solar plexus, for the tenor broke away, 
put a hand to his diaphragm and fora 
minute and a half he was “out” if not 
down. 

When the act was over Miss Zold- 
helyi said to the tenor: 

“If you ever dare to kiss me like 
that again on the stage you'll fare 
worse than you did today.”’ 

It was Javor's first lesson in stage 
etiquette. 


ROM that day, Javor and Zold- 
Fh ers were not on speaking terms. 

The inseparable partners of the 
Stage did not recognize each other out- 
side the theater. The attitude of the 
prima donna was not positively hostile, 
but it indicated a certain degree of 
contempt. As to the tenor, his pride 
was wounded and he brooded revenge 
——a revenge on the stage, naturally. 
He had been held up to ridicule by 
this woman and humiliated before his 
associates; now he must show that he 
was able to pay her back, and he 
planned at least to prove his artistic 
superiority to the woman who had re- 
pulsed him. 

They were still partners on the stage. 
But it was a strange partnership. 
Every time they appeared together 
the tenor resorted to sly tricks calcu- 
lated to ‘queer’ the acting of the 
prima donna. When they had a duet, 
he sang so loudly that her voice was 
all but inaudible. When she had an 
effective scene he spoiled it by mak- 
ing some _ ridiculous gesture or by 
crossing the stage when he was ex- 
pected to stand stil.

She declared he had made fm 
sulting remarks about the Jewish 
faith, with the intention of insulting 
the prima donna, who is a Jewess. It 
was a charge upon which the manage 
ment of the Civic Theater had to pass 
judgment, as the theater was support 
ed from city funds and it could not 
be tolerated that a member should Ia 
sult the religious belief of anothef 
member. The directors therefore d& 
cided to cancel Javor's contract. 

“Three minutes before my entrance 
upon the stage in the third act,” de 
clared Javor, “I was notified that I 
was discharged.

It illustrates very well those 
grim accidents that rule human des- 
tiny, sweeping one man to a place of 
honor and leveling down another, 
those accidents which O. Henry shaped 
with such skill in so many narratives. 

But here in the penitentiary where 
he served three yeara of a five-year 
term there is another kind of monu- 
ment, a living monument to the spirit 
that enabled O. Henry to rise above 
the burden of disgrace and by unflag- 
ging energy and courage to place him- 
self in the forefront of American 
Here in the prison there are 
about 15 men who are trying to do 
what O. Henry did-—to win for them- 
felves a name and a source of income 
by writing.

The first information as to the 
supposed location of an eagle's 
nest came to Captain Knight in 
1922. With great enthusiasm he 
packed his paraphernalia, imagin- 
ing that all he had to do was to 
transport his ‘“‘still’’ camera, and 
motion picture tripod to the vicin- 
ity of the eagle’s eyrie and await 
a favorable moment. 

“I was, however, speedily un-

gret to say, eagle’s nest 
empty. Am writing.’ ”’ 

Other disappointments 
were ahead, and so numer-

that tempted him to pack up 
again, but when he finally arrived, 
after a long trek, in a remote sec-

There was 
another ‘‘prospect’’ in the neigh- 
borhood, but before he could de- 
part for the scene a message 
brought the information that this 
nest, likewise, was deserted. 


The fourth eyrie investigated 
aroused great hopes within the 
heart of the adventurer, for, as 
he peered over a cliff down at the 
ledge on which the nest rested, 
he saw two large eggs 

“The nest was, if anything, big- 


ger than the others I had seen,” 
relates Captain. Knight. ‘Stout 
branches and sticks formed its 
foundation and it was decorated 
with sprigs of holly. One of the 
eggzs was almost white and the 
other marked with reddish-yellow 
tinges. But both were stone cold 
I shook them gently. One, full of 
liquid, was bad. The other was 
obviously hard set.”’ 

Discouraged, he nevertheless 
photographed the nest and the 
eggs and consoled himself with 
the thought that his 2000-mile 
journey had at least given him a 
better idea of how the land lay 
around eagles’ habitations 

Two more years went by before 
further tempting ‘“‘tips’’ were re- 
ceived, but the general strike halt- 
ed preparations for some time.

From the pockets of the unknown 
were removed a gold watch and 
some papers carrying the name 
and rank of the bearer. 

‘“‘My God, it’s Richthofen!” ex- 
claimed one of the soldiers. 

The body was carried with awed 
reverence to the nearest under- 
ground shelter, where a medical 
officer unfastened the  blood- 
stained leather jacket. There 
were bullet holes in the right and 
the left breasts. 

The news traveled almost like 
electricity through the trenches 
along the front. Men in advanced 
positions heard it, and, like all ru- 
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mors heard in the army, disbe- 
lieved but passed it on. 

Back over the signal wires went 
the official information to army 
and air headquarters. Brown and 
May landed at Bertangles. Neither 
knew that the pilot of the 
downed plane was Richthofen. 

Then news reached Bertangles 
that the pilot of the red triplane 
shot down close to the ground over 
the ridge was Richthofen. Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel Cairns, wing com- 
mander of the sector, ordered 
Brown to go forward with him at 
once and if possible identify the 
plane. This was done with the 
aid of May and Mellersh, and the 
body of the German ace was 
brought to the rear. 

As the Australian machine gun- 
ners claimed at the time that the 
red plane had been brought down 
by fire from the ground, a post- 
mortem examination was held by 
army and air medical officers. 
They agreed that Richthofen died 
from a single bullet which had 
traversed his breast from the right 
to the left side. The medicos

the ‘‘situation of the entrance and 
exit wounds are such that they 
could not have been caused by fire 
from the ground.”’ 


y HILE some doubt re- 
mained on the English 
side as to who had 

killed Richthofen, the entire Ger- 
man side of the line, particularly 
the flyers, were stunned with 
dread and uncertainty. 

For the first time Richthofen 
had not returned. Was he killed 
or captured? 

Ugly rumors ran behind the 
German lines. It was charged that 
Richthofen's landing had been 
normal and that if he had been 
mortally wounded in the air he 
could not have landed without a 
crash Staffel Eleven threatened 
reprisals if this rumor about 
Richthofen was substantiated. 

he last German hope that 
Richthofen had survived as a pris- 
oner expired on the night of April 
24, when his death was announced 
through British official channels.
